Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 2/24/05 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: 

a. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicants arguments regarding the rejection of claim 2, as 
currently amended, wherein on pages 2-4, the applicant explains how the current 
invention is different from the teaching of Ueda. Particularly, the applicant states that 
Ueda fails to disclose means for extracting print job data from packet data, executing 
tasks based on priority, and altering the priority of tasks based on specific events. The 
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examiner strongly disagrees. Referring to col. 22, lines 60-62, Ueda teaches that the 
received data, which is the packet data, is successively converted by CPU into 
intermediate codes. In other words, each print data shown in fig. 2 is extracted from the 
packet data for the conversion. Further, as set forth in the previously Office actions, 
dated 4/8/04 and 12/29/04, the examiner explained how the altering the relative priority 
sequence between the communication control means and the language control means 
is performed based on the specific event of the memory capacity. Refer to the previous 
rejection of claim 1 . 

Further, as noted above, the packet data (received data) is stored in the 
intermediate code memory 501 after the conversion (col. 22, lines 60-63). Thus, Ueda 
discloses a first memory (intermediate code memory 501 ) for storing the packet data 
received by said communication control means. Although the applicant seems to 
indicate that the packet data received by said communication control means is not 
converted into different data, this difference is not apparent in the current claim wording 
to overcome the prior art of Ueda. 

In view of the above, the rejection of claims 2-4, as cited in the Office action 
dated 12/29/04 is maintained. Further, independent claims 8-1 1 , and 18-20 include 
similar subject matter and are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ueda as discussed above with reference to claim 2. Dependent claims 12-14 are 
rejected for the same reasons. Accordingly, the rejection is maintained.
